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GW OFFERS PROGRAM 
TO STUDY THE CAPITAL 

"The Emergence of Washington as the National Capital," a unique program in 
interdisciplinary study of the Washington area, will be offered this summer by 
The George Washington University and The Smithsonian Institution, from July 25 to 
August 30. 

Frederick Gutheim, a professional consultant on urban affairs; Constance 
McLaughlin Green, a Pulitzer Prize history winner for her book Washington : Village 
and Capital , and author of The Secret City : A History of Race Relations in the 
National Capital ; and Wilcomb E. Washburn, chairman of the Department of American 
Studies at the Smithsonian, will coordinate panel discussions, orientation in 
material culture, field study, individual student research projects and lectures 
by visiting scholars. Seminars and orientation classes will be held at the 
Smithsonian. 

The program, the first of its kind in this area, was originated to study the 
history of the city as well as its culture and the structure of the neighborhoods. 
In explaining the purpose of the urban study, GW Professor Clarence C. Mondale, 
director of the Summer Institute in American Studies, said that most persons are 
relatively ignorant of the history and material culture of Washington. One of the 
purposes of the program, therefore, is to build an archives where people can locate 
material concerned with these subject areas.

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Units of study of the program will include topography, environment, parks, 
and planning; economics, transportation, and neighborhood developments; Washington 
as a center of development of science and technology; social and political 
organizations; and the fine arts and architecture. 

Selection of course material will be based upon opportunities for student 
research. It is anticipated that significant research resulting from the Institute 
will be published. 

Graduate students will register for seven semester hours of credit and will 
undertake an individual research project. Undergraduates will register for six 
hours. Tuition for graduate students is $420; for undergraduates, $360.

A Walt Whitman High School senior present'^ $2,000 scholarship 
check to George Washington University President Lloyd H. Elliott,Monday, 
June 3. 


The money, earmarked for a needy inner city student, was raised 
by the Whitman chapter of the Key Club, led by president Bob Pol 1 in. The 
students funded the gift through a "celebrity auction" held May 21. 

The idea of sponsoring a college scholarship developed out of the 
experience that Mr. Poll in had in spending a week at Cardozo High School 
last year, under an exchange program with Whitman. 

Mr. Pol 1 in said that a lot of the students he met in his week at 
Cardozo "weren’t even aware of the financial aid available." 

He explained that the average student will have to work to support 
his family while attending college, and is therefore limited to a school in 
the district. 

He added, "G.W. is pretty expensive and that is an obstacle." 

The counseling at the schools have not provided the necessary infor¬ 
mation, he said, and "many students just don't even apply."

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Mr. Poll in and his executive members will make the final 
selection from applicants provided by the University's offices of admissions 
and student financial aid. 

"We have obligated ourselves to keep it up for four years, at 
least--until our student is through," he said. The entire amount of $2,000 

will be available this year, with more money raised for next year's scholar¬ 
ship. 


The students were able to raise the money with the help of the 
Georgetown Kiwanis Chapter and the auctioneering of G.W. graduate Red Auerbach, 
coach and general manager for the Boston Celtics, who auctioned off such items 
as lunch with Art Buchwald and Wilt Chamberlain's old uniform. 

Helping Mr. Poll in in the planning and execution of the project were 
his treausrer Richard Bangs, of 7613 Honesty Way, and secretary Sam Scoggins, 
of 6901 Hilmede Drive, both in Bethesda. Bob lives at 2 Goldsboro Court, also 
in Bethesda. All are seniors at Whitman. 

The Key Club's scholarship increases to six the total number of 
grants available for needy inner city students at G.W., said University finan¬ 
cial aid director Maurice Heartfield, Jr. 

The general requirement for a scholarship holder at G.W. are that he 
maintain a B average and carry a minimum loan of 15 credit hours. 

But for both the Key Club Scholarship and the University's grants

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REPORT OF THE GEORGE WASHINGTON 
UNIVERSITY DRUG COMMITTEE 

The following report of the University Drug Committee of The George 
Washington University was issued today. May 9, 1968, and accepted by Vice 
President for Student Affairs, William P. Smith. The report will be used as 
the basis for formulating University policy. 

The Ad Hoc Committee, composed of four faculty members, five students 
and one administrator, was appointed by Vice President Smith at the beginning 
of the current semester. The student members of the committee represent the 
Student Council, Pan Hellenic Association, Interfraternity Council, Dormitory 
Council and Mortar Board. The committee, which first met on February 21,' 1968, 
conducted 11 meetings. 

In keeping with the kind of relationship between the University and its 
students which is most supportive of education, the report stresses the Univer¬ 
sity's responsibility to provide drug education and counseling and refferal 
services. The report also states that The George Washington University cannot 
condone violations of the drug laws of the United States and of the District of 
Columbia and that administrative action will be taken when violations occur.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE UNIVERSITY DRUG COMMITTEE 


On behalf of the University, let me thank every member of the 
Committee who has devoted many hours all semester to the study of 
campus drug abuse. 

The Committee's final report of May 8, 1968 has been accepted 
and will be used as the basis for formulating University policy. In 
the days ahead, then, this office and others will give careful study 
to the findings of the Committee. Meanwhile, in keeping with the 
Committee's emphasis on carrying out the University's educational 
responsibility, the Report in its entirety is being made available to 
the student body. Plans are being made for campus discussion of 
these findings, and of subsequent University policy, in the Fall. 

Again, it is with sincere appreciation of a semester's careful 
thought, discussion and study on the part of each of the Committee 
members, that this final report is accepted for the University. It 
is, in my opinion, a superior achievement of students and faculty 
working together in the interest of the University community.

Report of the University Drug Committee 
May 8, 1968 


CLASSIFICATION OF DRUGS: 

1- Analysis of the problem of "Drug Abuse" is complicated by the 
fact that there are a variety of classification schemes in cur¬ 
rent use. Drugs may be identified by the physical symptoms they 
are believed to produce (e.g., "hallucinogenic," "depressant " 
"stimulant," "addictive"); the property from which they are com¬ 
pounded (e.g., LSD); by a colloquial term (e.g., "bennies " 
"maryjane," "redbirds," "speed"); by a term which is essentially 
value judgement (e.g., "mind-altering," psychedelic," "danger- 
ous ); etc. A part of the confusion is caused by the fact that 
the same term may be used for quite different purposes. For 
example, narcotic' is defined by the dictionary as a substance 
that induces sleep, dulls the sense, or relieves pain. It is 
often, however, used to refer to drugs which may create a physical 
dependence; and in the law, it refers to a variety of drugs 
whose unlawful possession or sale i s punishable under a given 
section of the penal code. Thus, marihuana is classified as 
a narcotic" for certain law enforcement purposes, although it 
does not produce physical dependence. 

DRUG LAWS AND THEIR ENFORCEMENT 

1- There exists in the District of Columbia a wide range of federal 
and local laws covering drug abuse, including the following: 

a- The Harrison Narcotic Act prohibits the purchase and 
sale of cocaine and the opiates (other than as auth¬ 
orized by Treasury Department regulations) and carries 
severe penalties: 2 to 10 years for a first offense, 
with much harsher sentences for subsequent offenses* 
up to a maximum of 40 years. Youthful Offenders may 
be sentenced under the Federal Youth Corrections Act, 
but may not be given suspended sentences or probation. 
Possession is prima facie evidence of violation. 


b The Narcotic Drugs Import and Export Act prohibits 
illegal importing and dealing in illegal imported 
drugs. Penalties are not less than 5 nor more than 
20 years for a first offense and up to 40 years for 
subsequent offenses. Suspended sentences, probation 
and parole are not permitted. One may be charged with 
violation of both this Act and the Harrison Act for the 
same transaction. Here, as under Harrison, possession 
creates a presumption of violation. 
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c- The Marihuana Tax Act applies the Harrison Act penal¬ 
ties to transactions in marihuana. Penalties are as 
severe as those imposed for heroin violations (sentence 
may be made for up to 10 years on proof of possession 
of a single cigarette). Again possession gives rise 
to a presumption of violation. 

d— The Drug Abuse Control Amendments of 1965 prohibit 
the possession of "dangerous drugs": barbiturates, 
amphetamines and other drugs designated as dangerous 
by the Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare 
(LSD has been so declared) . A first offense may be 
punished by up to two years in prison or a $5000 
fine or both; subsequent offenses by imprisonment 
for up to 6 years, a $16,000 fine, or both. 

e- The Uniform Narcotics Act has been enacted by the 
District of Columbia. It covers both the narcotic 
drugs and marihuana, but penalties provided are con¬ 
siderably less than those set out in the federal 
statutes noted. A first offense is a misdemeanor, 
with imprisonment up to one year; a second offense 
is a felony, with imprisonment up to 10 years. 

f- The Dangerous Drug Act of the District of Columbia 
is similar to the Drug Abuse Control Amendments of 
1965 referred to above, although penalties are the same 
as those for violation of the Uniform Narcotics Act of 
the District of Columbia. 

g- The Narcotic Vagrancy Act of the District of Columbia 
provides penalties of up to one year imprisonment 
and/or a $500 fine. 


2— Enforcement practices vary widely under these statutes. Thus, 
while it seems likely that a young person found in possession’ 
of marihuana who had no prior drug offenses, would be treated 
leniently, there certainly is no guarantee of leniency and there 
is a substantial risk that he might be convicted of a felony and 
even'be given a long prison sentence. Recent events may indi¬ 
cate that a crackdown on marihuana use on campuses is under 
way. 

THE EFFECTS OF DRUG TAKING 

1- The evidence is indisputable that the opiates (of which heroin is 
the substance most widely used illegally) are highly likely to 
produce physical dependence and possible consequent deterioration 
of behavior. Stimulants, such as amphetamines, or "pep pills," 
may produce delusions and other bizarre mental effects which may 
lead to serious injury or death. The depressants, such as 
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POLICIES RECOMMENDED BY THIS COMMITTEE 

It would be unwise, if indeed it were possible at all, to set 
forth explicit and detailed rules covering each type of situation 
which might arise. We believe, however, that the following 
guidelines may have merit. 

1- It is both appropriate and desirable that the University make 
available to its students information about drugs, their phys¬ 
iological, psychological, and possible genetic effects; and 
about the laws regulating their possession, sale and use. It 
is suggested that a pamphlet be prepared for circulation con¬ 
taining these facts. It is also recommended that appropriate 
University departments be urged to include drug information in 
their courses. 

2- It would be inconsistent with the relationship of the University 
to its students for the University or any of its officials to be 
a party to the surreptitious investigation or surveillance of 
any member of its student body, for example by knowingly en¬ 
rolling a law enforcement officer as a student for the purpose 
of investigation and arrest. 

3- There is no legal duty on the part of the University or any of 
its officials to divulge to any law enforcement agency rumors 

or hearsay information about drug use on campus, or the names of 
students suspected of illegal use or possession of drugs. 

4- University officials should make available, as appropriate, 
academic, religious, psychological, legal and medical coun¬ 
seling and consultation. Students should have free access to 
University Health Services without jeopardy— legal or admin¬ 
istrative . 

5- It is both reasonable and proper for the University to prohibit 
students, or other members of the University community, from 
engaging in acts violative of the drug laws of the U.S. and the 
District of Columbia within the geographic boundaries of The 
George Washington University, and to take appropriate admin¬ 
istrative action when such violations are brought to its at¬ 
tention. Where necessary to protect the interests of the Un¬ 
iversity community and the rights of other students, appro¬ 
priate administrative action may be taken, including dismissal 
from the residence halls » revocation of other privileges, 
suspension or dismissal from the University. It is probably 
undesirable in the light of the very severe penalties which 
may be imposed under current laws, for the University or any 

of its officials to hold hearings or other formal proceedings 
to determine whether a student has engaged in a possible 
violation of such laws, since there is no way to prevent the 
use of evidence obtained through such proceedings or hearings 
in a subsequent prosecution of the student concerned. Hearings 
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should be granted if requested by the student after being 
advised of the risks involved. 

6- Finally, there may well be a case in which the only appropri¬ 
ate recourse of the University in the interest of all its 
students, is to report immediately to the appropriate law 
enforcement agency certain information in its possession; 
as, for example, where reliable information is received that 
a dormitory resident is selling heroin to other students in 
the dormitory. Such a step should not be undertaken without 
the concurrence of the President, or in his absence, the Vice 
President for Student Affairs. 

A FINAL WORD ABOUT MARIHUANA 

An editorial in the February 27, 1968 issue of the HATCHET declared 
that: 


Scientific experimentation has shown marihuana (by far 
the most widely used drug on campuses) to be safer than 
alcohol... For the University to set staunch policy 
favoring enforcement of drug laws, when the laws them¬ 
selves are in a major state of fluctuation would be 
absurd. 

A word then about marihuana: 

Any member of the University Community has the right lawfully 
to advocate changes in contemporary drug laws. It is outside 
the scope of the duties and the competence of this Committee 
either to make recommendations for such changes or to comment 
on the changes recommended by others. We do assert that so 
long as the sale, use, or possession of marihuana is prohib¬ 
ited, and may be prosecuted as a felony, the University would 
be doing a disservice to its students to take any steps that 
would encourage or foster violations of the law. It seems to 
us that the policies recommended above are consistent with the 
requirements of the law and the objectives of the University.

GW-USIA ESTABLISH GRADUATE PROGRAM 

The George Washington University and the United States Information Agency 
hove established a long-range program to prepare students from minority groups for 
careers in the USIA Foreign Service. 

The Foreign Affairs Intern Program will combine on-the-job training at 
USIA with graduate study at George Washington's School of Public and International 
Affairs. All academic costs and certain other expenses will be funded by a Ford 
Foundation grant of $145,530 to the University. Additionally, each intern will 
receive a stipend from USIA to cover living expenses. 

The new program is designed to accommodate 10 new interns per year. The 
interns will receive approximately 20 hours' on-the-job training each week for a 
period of two years. This training provides unique opportunities for experience 
at the officer level and participation in the making of foreign policy. Each intern 
will also be given experience both in a geographic area division of USIA and in a 
media division such as The Voice of America or The International Press Service. 

The academic portion of the program, which the students will pursue along with 
their interning experience, will prepare them for a career involving any one of the 
various phases of Foreign Service work. GW's School of Public and International 
Affairs offers programs of graduate study leading to Master of Arts degrees. 

In addition to the academic-year, a summer workshop will be conducted to 
supplement the academic preparation.

GW-USIA GRADUATE PROGRAM 
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Although working full time during the summer, the interns will attend 
lectures at night and on weekends to strengthen their backgrounds in subject areas 
such as political science, international relations and economics. Lectures and 
practical exercises will also be conducted in test-taking techniques. Discussions 
will take place on current foreign affairs issues and on other areas selected as 
preparation for foreign affairs careers. 

A personal enrichment program will enable interns to meet socially with 
various prominent Government officials. 

Continous career counseling and guidance as well as placement assistance will 
be an integral part of the program. 

Students selected for the program must have a bachelor's degree from an 
accredited college or university and an undergraduate background which indicates a 
potential ability to meet the standards of first-year graduate work in GW's School 
of Public and International Affairs.

GW TO SPONSOR. INSTITUTE 

FOR ADULT EDUCATION TEACHERS, ADMINISTRATORS 

George Washington University has been selected as one of 27 colleges and 
universities throughout the country to conduct a regional institute this summer 
and during the 1968-69 academic year for teachers, teacher-trainers and admin¬ 
istrators of adult basic education. 

The institutes will be supported by a $1.5 million grant under the Adult 
Basic Education Act of 1966. 


"training teachers and administrators to meet the needs of under-educated 
adults is an activity of far-reaching consequences," said Secretary of Health, 
Education, and Welfare Wilbur J. Cohen, who announced the program. "The problems 
of under-educated adults are unique. Special training is required in order to 
communicate with them, hold their interest and impart to them fundamental reading, 
writing, and arithmetical skills," he added. 

The GW Institute, to be held for two weeks, from July 28 to August 9, will 
include approximately 100 teachers from 11 states in this region. Dr. Leonard 
Nadler, Associate Professor of Education at GW, will direct the institute. 

The Institute is designed to prepare basic education teachers and trainers 
of teachers in the use of new methods and material for the teaching of adults in 
programmed instruction, computer-assisted instruction, team teaching and tutorial 
procedures.

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According to Secretary Cohen, there were few courses designed to prepare 
teachers in these subject areas until 1966. With additional stipends and grants, 
however, the number and quality of courses available has been increased for this 

year. 


Adult education directors in each state will select those to attend the 
Institute. Full tuition, travel expenses and stipends will be provided to par¬ 
ticipants .

GW SPONSORS "WASHINGTON AT WORK" 

DURING JOB OPPORTUNITIES WEEK 

"Washington At Work," a picture story depicting many of the jobs available 
in the Washington area for high school graduates, will be shown in conjunction 
with the Metropolitan Board of Trade-sponsored "Job Opportunities Week," May 20-24, 
at the District Armory, 2001 E. Capitol St. The exhibits will be open daily from 
9 a.m. to 12 p.m. (noon) and 1 p.m. to 3 p.m. 

The picture exhibit, produced by George Washington University, in cooperation 
with the Board of Trade, includes 100 photographs illustrating 100 entry-level 
positions in various major Washington businesses. These positions are the type of 
employment that will be available to high school graduates, without further training.

Medical alumni of The George Washington University will present a one-day 
postgraduate course for all area physicians on The Eye and You at the University 
Hospital, 901 23d St., N.W., on May 23 at the start of the annual alumni meetings. 

Offered by the Ophthalmology Department, the unique course is "designed to 
strengthen the diagnostic skills and management techniques available in 
ophthalmology," Dr. Jerome H. Epstein, alumni president said. "General 
practitioners, internists, pediatricians frequently see patients with ophthalmologic 
problems coincidental to their primary medical complaints. We hope to acquaint 
all physicians with current management practices in ophthalmologic and systemic 
disease." 

Dr. A. Edward Maumenee, Director of The Wilmer Institute of Johns Hopkins 
Hospital, will be Visiting Professor. Ten members of GW's Department of 
Ophthalmology will present studies in subjects varying from cross-eye to cataract 
and the interrelationships of drugs and diseases of the body. 

Dr. John W. McTigue, Professor and Chairman of the Department, leads off

the presentations of The Eye and You at 9:00 a.m. in the Main Conference Room. 

Later he will demonstrate techniques in televised microsurgery. Closed circuit 
TV teaching of this exacting technique, where sutures and instruments are barely 
visible to the naked eye, has proven most effective for medical students and 
House Staff at GW Hospital.

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Other presentations will focus on early treatment of cross-eyed children; 

ramifications of the "white pupil”; examination of the optic disc as a diagnostic 

tool for medical and neurological as well as eye disease; fungus eye infections; 

the finding of bacteria responsible for syphlis in patients who have undergone 

a complete course of therapy for the disease; and tranquilizer-inspired ocular 
changes.

Dr. Maumenee will discuss "The Reaction," correlating problems of 

transplant whether they be corneal, kidney or cardiac. 

According to one of the studies steroid eye drops often used for the 
treatment of eye diseases such as "pink eye", and oral steroids used in the 
treatment of arthritis and asthma may lead to glaucoma and cataracts. 

The concluding studies are: the management of diabetic retinopathy and 
effects of long-term diabetes leading to blindness; and a warning from ophthalmic 
pathologist Lorenz E. Zimmerman to beware the obvious—inflammed eyes are not 
always simple eye problems.

DR. SITES CITED AGAIN 
BY GW MEDICAL SENIORS 

The Chairman of the Department of Obstetrics and Gynecology at The George 
Washington University is in something of a rut with the graduating seniors of the 
School of Medicine. 

The 1968 seniors have dedicated their yearbook to Dr. James G. Sites, 
acknowledging "his qualities of leadership, understanding and compassion for the 
patient as a person." 

The 1966 seniors called him one of the six professors who had contributed 
most to their medical education, best exemplifying "The Art of Medicine." 

The 1964 seniors dedicated their yearbook to him as "the faculty member whom 
it most admires and respects." 

The 44-year-old obstetrician has been closely associated with GW since his 
own student days, when he was elected to three medical honorary societies, (AOA, 
Kane-King and Smith-Reed-Russell) and earned his M. D. in 1947. He began clinical 
training in obstetrics and gynecology at Gallinger Municipal Hospital and at GW, 
went to Korea as an Army physician, and twice received the Bronze Star. He 
returned to GW as an instructor in 1955, and "within 12 short years his excellence 
as a teacher and administrator were justly rewarded with his elevation to the rank 
of Professor and Chairman of the Department of Obstetrics and Gynecology," the 
students wrote.

TO BE MADE EMERITUS 


Two George Washington University professors will be honored with the status 
of professor emeritus at the 147th annual commencement of the university to be 

held in the University Yard on Sunday, June 2, 1968, at 8:00 p.m. (Constitution 
Hall if rain). 

The two professors are J. Forrester Davison, Professor of Law; and Dr. 

Clayton B. Ethridge, Professor of Medicine, Associate Dean of the School of Medicine 
and Medical Director of The George Washington University Hostital. 

Professor Davison came to the university in 1930 as Assistant Professor of 
Law. In 1936 he was named Associate Professor of Law, and in 1945 full professor. 

He served as Acting Dean of the Law School in the summers of 1936 and 1940. From 
1942 until 1446, he was in the Office of the General Counsel of the War Production 
Administration, becoming Assistant General Counsel of CPA. He has taught adminis¬ 
trative law at the university and has seen his students join legal staffs of all 
agencies and departments of the Federal Government. For four years, he was a 
member of the Advisory Committee for Hearing Examiners, Civil Service Commission. 

He has worked closely with the Federal Trial Examiners Conference annually and 
was honored earlier this month with the Federal Trial Examiners Conference Award 
of Merit. Next year he will become Professor Emeritus of Law in Residence on 
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July 1, 1968. Professor and Mrs. Davison live at 49 Observatory Circle, N. W. 

Dr. Ethridge was first associated with George Washington in 1937 as Clinical 
Instructor in Medicine. He was successively Associate in Medicine (1939 to 1942); 
Assistant Clinical Professor of Medicine (1942 to 1945); with a tour of duty in 
the United States Navy Medical Corps (1945 to 1946); Assistant Clinical Professor 
of Medicine (1946 to 1947); Associate Clinical Professor of Medicine (1947 to 1949) 
and finally Clinical Pfofessor of Medicine from 1949 to 1961. From February of 
1961 to January of 1965, he was Professor of Medicine and Director of Postgraduate 
Medical Education. In February, 1965, he became Associate Dean of the School of 
Medicine and Medical Director of The George Washington University Hospital. He 
will retire from both positions June 30, 1968. Dr. and Mrs. Ethridge live in 
Burke, Virginia. A cardiologist. Dr. Ethridge has written extensively on heart 
disease. He served a president of the Washington Heart Association In 1953 and 
was honored with the association's achievement award in 1965. He is also a past 
president of the District of Columbia Society of internal Medicine. He is a member 
of Sigma Xi and many other honorary societies, and professional and civic organ¬ 
izations. He is currently serving as chairman of the regional advisory group 
(of some 46 members) for metropolitan Washington of the regional medical program 
(in heart disease, cancer, and stroke).

THREE TO RECEIVE ALUMNI ACHIEVEMENT 
AWARDS AT GW COMMENCEMENT 

Three distinguished alumni of The George Washington University will receive 
alumni achievement awards at the 147th annual commencement of the institution on 
Sunday, June 2, 1968, at 8:00 p.m. in the University Yard (Constitution Hall if 
rain). 


They are: Judge Burnita Shelton Matthews, Judge, Unite'. States District 
Court for the District of Columbia; Dr. Julius Axelrod, Chief, Section on Phar¬ 
macology, Laboratory of Clinical Science, National Institute of Mental Health, 

NIH; and Joseph S. Wright, chairman of the board and chief executive officer of 
the Zenith Radio Corporation. 

Judge Matthews came to Washington during World War I and attended the 
Naticnal University Law School (now merged with George Washington University) 
and received the Bachelor of Laws in 1919, the Master of Laws and the Master of 
Patent Law, both in 1920. She had previously studied at Whitworth College in 
Brookhaven, Mississippi. She was appointed to her present judgeship in 1949 
becoming the first woman in the United States to serve as a Federal District 
Judge. She engaged in the private practice of law for over 25 years in Washington, 
D.C., prior to her elevation to the bench. Judge Matthews has long been interested 
in the advancement of women and in times past drafted numerous laws sponsored by 
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the National Woman's Party to advance the legal status of women. She participated 
(1928-39) in the work of the work of the Inter-American Commission of Women to 
secure political and civil rights for women in the 21 American Republics. She is 
currently serving as Vice President on the National Board of the Women's Medical 
College of Pennsylvania, the only college in the Western Hemisphere chartered and 
set apart for the education of women in medicine. In 1934-35 s he was president 
of the National Association of Women Lawyers. She is a former associate editor 
of the Women Lawyers Journal . 

Dr. Axelrod received the degree of Doctor of Philosophy from George Wash¬ 
ington in 1955. He also studied at New York University (Master of Arts, 1941) 
and at the College of the City of New York (Bachelor of Science, 1933). His 
major fields of research interest are biochemical mechanisms of drug and hormone 
actions; drug and hormone metabolism; enzymology, and the pineal gland. He has 
written an unusually large number of articles (245> and abstracts (48) in his 
fields and now has 11 articles in press. He was Laboratory Assistant, Department 
of Bacteriology, New York University Medical School, 1933 to 1935. From 1935 to 
1946, he was chemist. Laboratory of Industrial Hygiene. He was Research Associate, 
Third New York University Research Division, Goldwater Memorial Hospital, 1946 to 
1949, and joined the National Institutes of Health in 1949 as Associate Chemist, 
Section on Chemical Pharmacology, National Heart Institute. At NIH he was suc¬ 
cessively chemist and senior chemist. National Heart Institute; and Acting Chief, 
Section on Pharmacology, Laboratory of Clinical Science, National Institute of 
Mental Health. He was named to his present position in 1955. A member of Sigma Xi 
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and many other learned societies, he has been the recipient of many awards and 
honors and has lectured widely in the United States, Europe, South America and 
Japan. He received the Gairdner Award in 1967. 

Joseph S. Wright holds the degree of Bachelor of Laws (1937) from George 
Washington. He also studied at the University of Redlands in California, and 
Northern Montana College. He was assistant clerk of the U. S. Senate Committee 
on Interstate Commerce and secretary to Senator Burton K. Wheeler of Montana (1933 
to 1936) and, following that, (1936 to 1952) he was an attorney with the Federal 
Trade Commission. There, he served in various capacities including special legal 
assistant to the Chairman, assistant general counsel, and chief of the Commission's 
compliance division. He represented the FTC in many of its cases in the federal 
courts. Mr. Wright was in the U.S. Naval Reserve as a Lieutenant Commander, on 
active service, from November, 1942 to 1945, first in the Office of Naval Intelli¬ 
gence and later as a gunnery officer on a ship in the North Atlantic. He joined 
Zenith Radio Corporation as the company's assistant general counsel in May, 1952. 

He was successively general counsel, a director, vice president, and executive 
vice president. He was elected president of Zenith in 1959, chief executive officer 
in 1964, and chairman of the board on April 23 of 1968. Mr. Wright is a trustee 
of the University of Chicago, a trustee of the Chicago Educational Television Asso¬ 
ciation, a member of the National Industrial Conference Board of New York City; 
a member of the Business Advisory Council of the School of Business, Northwestern 
University; and a member of the Board of governors of Henrotin Hospital. He is a 
director of the Continental Illinois National Bank and Trust Company of Chicago, 
and the Standard Oil Company of Indiana. 
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Mr. Wright's two children are both alumni of George Washington. His son, 
Joseph S. Wright, Jr., received the Bachelor of Laws in 1963, and his daughter, 
Susan Jane Wright Buchanan, received the Bachelor of Arts from the university's 
Columbian College of Arts and Sciences in 1966.

THREE TO RECEIVE HONORARY DEGREES 
AT GEORGE WASHINGTON COMMENCEMENT 

Three distinguished men will receive honorary degrees at the 147th annual 
commencement of The George Washington University to be held on Sunday, June 2, 
at 8:00 p.m. in the University Yard (Constitution Hall if rain). 

Kingman Brewster, President of Yale University, will receive the degree of 
Doctor of Laws. J. W. Ehrlich, celebrated trial lawyer and legal author, will 
also receive the degree of Doctor of Laws. Dr. Helmut A. Hatzfeld, internationally 
known scholar and author of works on French and Spanish literature, will receive 
the degree of Doctor of Literature. 

President Brewster, who will deliver the commencement address, was elected 
to the presidency of Yale University in 1963, having previously served as provost, 
and Professor of Law. A 1941 graduate of Yale, President Brewster is a lawyer by 
training, although he has never engaged in private practice. He served on the 
faculties of M.I.T. and the Harvard Law School. He was a naval aviator in World 
War II, He has held various responsibilities in the United States Government. 

Just prior to his joining the Navy, he served, in the fall of 1941, as Special 
Assistant to the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs. In 1941-49, he was 
Assistant Counsel in the Office of the U.S. Special Representative in Europe 
(Marshall Plan). While at Harvard, he also served as a consultant for the U.S. 
State Department and the International Cooperation Administration. In 1965 he 
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was appointed a member of the President's Commission on Law Enforcement and 
Administration of Justice, and in July, 1966, he was named by President Johnson 
to serve on a special 20-member National Advisory Commission on Selective Service. 

His particular field of interest in law is reflected in the two books he has 
written: Antitrust and American Business Abroad , 1958; and Cases and Materials 
on the Law of International Transactions and Relations , Co-authored with Milton 
Katz, 1960. 

Mr. Ehrlich, noted trial lawyer, is also known, although to a lesser degree 
for legal writing and a series of works devoted to the religious as well as the 
historical analysis of the law. He is the author of Ehrlich's Blackstone, Ehrlich's 
Criminal Law , and Ehrlich's Criminal Evidence , which are frequently used by judges 
and lawyers as courtroom guides. He is also the author of What is Wrong with the 
Jury System , The Lost Art of Cross-Examination , The Educated Lawyer , and The Con¬ 
tested Divorce Case . He contributes to the University of California's Continuing 
Education of the Bar series and the American Jurisprudence Trial Series . Mr. Ehrlich' 
competence as a Bible scholar is seen in his Holy Bible and the Law . His study 
of philosophy has resulted in a series of philosophical essays, A Reasonable Doubt . 

In addition to his criminal trial practice, his practice in the field of civil 
litigation is varied and wide. His autobiography, A Life in My Hands , was published 
last year by G. P. Putnam's Sons. 

Ur. Hatzfeld, Professor of Romance Languages and Literatures at the Catholic 
University of America, internationally recognized scholar and author of works on 
French and Spanish literature, was born in Germany and began his academic career 
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at the University of Frankfurt in 1923. He was called to Heidelberg in 1931. 

honorary professor there. He was visiting Professor at the Catholic 
University of Louvain and at the Catholic University of America from 19S9 to 1942.
